To  the  Members  of  the  Society: 

As  required  by  the  Constitution,  the  Board  of  Managers  submit  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  report  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
year  ending  March  31,  1892,  it  being  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the 
Managers. 

THE  PAST  YEAR'S  WORK. 
With  gratitude  to  God  for  his  many  mercies,  the  Managers  humbly 
acknowledge  the  success  which  has  attended  our  work  during  the  past 
year.  Our  increased  facilities  have  enabled  the  Managers  to  respond 
to  the  largely  increased  demands  upon  the  Hospital,  and  the  Medical 
Superintendent's  report  indicates  the  splendid  work  accomplished. 
The  Managers  commend  to  the  members  of  the  Society  the  reports  of 
the  different  departments,  for  only  by  a  study  of  these  reports  can  an 
adequate  understanding  of  the  great  work  of  the  Hospital  be  gained. 

There  have  been  2,075  patients  treated  during  the  year,  as  against 
1,687  last  year,  and  the  total  number  of  days  of  treatment  during  the 
year  was  62,437,  as  against  52,138  for  the  previous  year.

The  daily  average  of  patients  during  the  year  was  170.     The  high 
est  number  at  any  one  time  was  205,  and  the  lowest  was  145. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital,  in  August,  1884,  we  have  cared 
for  over  8,000  patients,  and  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Managers  to 
build  up  a  great  charity  as  fast  as  the  friends  of  suffering  humanity 


would  provide  them  with  funds  so  to  do,  and  the  Managers  point  with 
pride  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  past 
year  was  larger  than  the  whole  number  treated  during  the  first  four 
years  and  four  months  of  the  institution's  existence,  that  is  up  to  Jan- 
uary 1,  1888. 

The  cost  of  administration  during  the  year  was  $78,598. 19.  One- 
third  of  the  total  number  of  patients  were  cared  for  absolutely  free,  and 
of  the  remaining  balance,  three-fourths  were  charged  less  than  the  act- 
ual cost  of  maintenance,  so  that  with  the  daily  average  of  170  patients, 
representing  62,437  days  of  treatment,  fully  125  of  the  patients  were 
either  wholly  or  in  part  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Hospital.  During  the 
past  six  months,  the  purely  charity  patients  have  averaged  sixteen  per 
cent,  above  the  regularly  endowed  beds.

Our  permanent  endowment  now  amounts  to  $161,602,  which  is 
mainly  invested  in  first  morgage  real  estate  bonds,  bearing  six  per 
cent  interest,  payable  semi-annually. 

Mr.  Thomas  Murdoch  has  kindly  remembered  the  Hospital  by 
endowing  a  bed  in  perpetuity,  to  be  known  as  the  "  Margaret 
Murdoch  Bed,"  in  memory  of  his  sister  recently  deceased. 

The  Managers  are  happy  to  announce  that  the  $25,000  bequeathed 
to  the  Hospital  by  the  will  of  the  late  John  Crerar  will  be  paid  over 
within  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  $10,000  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  by  the  late  H.  J.  Palmer 
will,  it  is  expected,  also  be  paid  within  the  next  few  months. 

The  Managers  note  with  pleasure  the  endowment  of  the  ' '  Young 
Men's  Bed,"  the  money  for  which  was  obtained  by  the  personal  solici- 
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tation  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Bradley,  from  sixty  of  his  young  gentlemen 
friends.  The  Managers  earnestly  hope  that  these  young  men  will 
experience  great  pleasure  in  witnessing  the  good  that  their  investment 
in  the  Hospital  shall  yield. 

It  is  with  no  less  pleasure  that  the  Managers  record  the  addition 
of  the  "MusserBed,"  endowed  by  Mr.  P.  M.  Musser,  of  Muscatine,. 
Iowa,  who,  in  gratitude  for'  the  recovery  of  his  son  from'  typhoid 
fever,  being  a  patient  of  the  Hospital,  unsolicited  established  this  bed. 

RESOURCES   OF   THE   HOSPITAL. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Treasurer  give  in  detail  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year,  and  the  Managers  congratu- 
late the  Society  upon  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Hospital,  we  have  not  added  anything  to  our  indebtedness,  the- 
deficit  of  the  year  just  closed  being  only  $831.75,  while  in  former 
years  the  deficit  has  been  from  $4,000  to  $9,000.  This  happy  result  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  our  permanent  endowment  is  growing 
larger  year  by  year,  and  your  Managers  hope  that  by  strict  economy 
and  the  continued  liberality  of  our  Churches,  they  will  be  able  to 
administer  the  Hospital  without  incurring  further  debt.  Our  "  Bills 
Payable"  is  still  uncomfortably  large,  but  we  hope  that  the  coming 
year  will  see  a  large  reduction  made  in  it. 

THE  LADIES'   AID. 

The  report  of  the  Ladies'  Aid,  for  the  past  year,  is  submitted 
herewith,  and  the  Managers  bespeak  for  it  the  careful  consideration 
of  every  member  of  the  Society,  especially  that  of  the  men,  for  if  the 
men  could  share  some  small  portion  of  the  ladies'  enthusiasm  and 
devotion,  the  Hospital  would  stand  for  much  more  in  this  community 
than  it  does  now  even.  The  brightest  page  in  the  history  of  the 
Hospital  is  that  which  records  the  work  of  these  noble  Christian  women. 

NURSING. 

The  excellent  service  heretofore  rendered  by  the  nurses  of  the 
Illinois  Training  School  for  Nurses  has  been  maintained  during  the 
past  year,  and  the  Managers  again  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
kindly  interest  which  the  nurses  manifest  in  their  work. 

MATROX. 

The  Board  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  conscientious  ser- 
vice rendered  by  the  Matron,  Miss  Caroline  Keidle.  In  an  institution 
like  this,  where  the  general  house-keeping  involves  so  much  detail  and 
scrupulous  supervision  in  order  that  it  may  bear  the  inspection  of  the 
general  visitor,  and  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  they  feel  that 
she  has  no  small  task,  and  has  admirably  succeeded  in  filling  the- 
requirements  of  her  position. 
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CLERICAL   BOARD. 

Religious  services  of  some  kiud  were  held  every  Sabbath  during 
the  year. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Clerical  Board  provided  for  preaching  every 
first  Sabbath  of  the  month. 

Miss  Wing  continued  to  instruct  and  delight  the  patients  by  her 
painstaking  and  interesting  Bible  Study,  which  she  conducted  in  the 
Chapel  every  Sabbath  not  provided  for  by  the  Clerical  Board. 

To  Bible  Class  "D"  of  the  Third  Church,  of  which  Miss  Wing 
is  teacher,  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  the  patient  and  careful  service 
rendered  every  Sabbath  in  taking  those  who  were  unable  to  help  them- 
selves, to  and  from  the  Chapel. 

To  them  also  belongs  much  credit  in  caring  for  quite  a  number  of 
young  men.  whom  they  sent  to  the  hospital  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  administrations  of  the  Devotional  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Ladies'  Aid,  daily  visits  were  made  by  Miss 
Content  Patterson,  whose  special  business  was  not  only  to  ioquireinto 
the  spiritual  needs  of  the  patients,  but  to  give  them  such  delicate 
attention  as  would  tend  to  delight  and  comfort,  that  they  might  thus 
indirectly  be  led  to  give  their  hearts  to  the  Savior. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Managers  have  pleasure  in  recording  their  thanks  to  the  entire 
Medical  Staff  for  the  skill  and  devotion  with  which  they  have  attended 
to  and  discharged  their  duties.  The  high  standard  of  excellence 
which  the  staff  has  always  enjoyed  has  been  fully  maintained  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Board  of  Managers  would  be  remiss  in  their  duty,  did  they 
not  return  their  thanks  to  our  estimable  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr. 
H.  B.  Stehman.  He  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  position  with 
unremitting  devotion,  and  his  thoughtful  and  kindly  attention  to  the 
patients  has  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  popularity  which 
the  Hospital  enjoys. 

MEDICAL  LIBRARY. 

Mr.  Charles  L.  Allen  continues  to  provide  an  abundance  of  current 
medical  literature  for  the  "Allen  Library."  His  generosity  in  this 
respect  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  various  physicians  of  the  Hospital 
Corps.    ' 

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Maternity,  which  was  opened  last  year  as  an  experiment,  has 
proven  a  success.  The  building  occupied  for  this  purpose  was 
thoroughly  renovated  within  and  painted  without  ;  the  plumbing  and 
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sewerage  were  changed  ;  everything  about  the  place  was  put  in  the 
best  sanitary  condition,  and  in  consequence  the  record  of  the  past 
nine  months'  work  compares  well  with  the  best  equipped  Hospital  in 
the  country. 

CONVALESCENTS'  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Convalescent  Home  has  been  of  great  advantage,  in  conducting 
the  work  of  the  year. 

Many  patients  worn  out  by  their  own  suffering  or  anxious  to  get 
away  from  that  of  others,  welcomed  a  place  that  was  less  like  a  hospital 
and  more  like  a  home. 

THROAT  AND  LUNG  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  Managers  announce  their  intention  of 
making  another  advance,  by  adding  to  the  Hospital  system  an  inde- 
pendent department  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from 
tuberculous  affections  of  the  throat  and  lungs. 

In  taking  this  step,  they  believe  that  it  is  a  practical  solution  of 
the  problem  which  presents  itself  in  view  of  the  terrible  fact  that 
persons  afflicted  with  tuberculosis  may  communicate  the  disease,  and 
should,  therefore,  not  be  associated  with  patients  in  a  general  hospital, 
nor  cared  for  by  nurses  who  by  reason  of  their  age  or  physical  consti- 
tution are  liable  to  contract  the  disease. 

It  is,  therefore,  not  unreasonable  to  expect  that  this  effort  in  the 
line  of  scientific  thought  and  sanitary  medicine  will  meet  with  a 
hearty  support,  not  only  from  the  friends  of  the  Hospital,  but  from 
the  public  in  general. 

The  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  due  to  Dr.  McCollough,  who 
throughout  the  year  visited  the  patients  twice  a  week  and  supplied 
them  with  cut  flowers,  potted  plants  and  selected  reading  matter. 

The  Managers  return  their  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  kind  friends 
who  have  so  generously  provided  them  with  the  means  with  which  to 
carry  on  such  a  noble  work  ;  and  while  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish 
much,  still  a  vast  work  remains  to  be  done,  and  the  Managers  confi- 
dently appeal  to  the  generous  people  of  this  great  city  for  larger 
gifts  to  our  permanent  endowment,  for  certainly  there  is  no  more 
Christ-like  charity  than  to  provide  for  God's  sick  and  unfortunate 
children.

Whereas,  a  Certificate  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  having  been 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  21st  day  of  July, 
A.  D.  1883,  for  the  organization  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  "An 
Act  Concerning  Corporations,^  approved  April  18,  1872,  and  in  force 
July  1,  1872,  a  copy  of  which  Certificate  is  herewith   attached. 

Noic,  therefore,  I,  Henry  D.  Dement,  Secretary  of  State,  by  vir-

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

AKTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  man- 
agement of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and 
surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  to  provide 
them,  while  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the 
Gospel  agreeably  to  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE    SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at 
a  stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by  a 
standing  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annu- 
ally in  advance  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  man- 
ner above  stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life,  without 
annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount  as  an  annual 
payment,  which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the 
Hospital,  and  constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society,  to  be  approved 
of  as  above.  And  the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same 
condition  to  any  one  who  shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual 
sum  at  one  time. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor, 
shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  board 
of  twenty-nine  Managers,  twenty-four  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into 
four  classes  of  six  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be 
vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of 
one,  two,  three  and  four  years,  thereafter,  so  that  six  Managers  shall 
be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
four  years.  To  these  twenty-four  Managers  the  pastors  of  the  First, 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  one  member 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest,  which 
member  will  be  chosen  by  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Seminary,  all  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  and  their  successors  in  office  for  the  time  being, 
shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary and  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their  own  number,  and 
shall  also  be  officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  officers  and  the 
Managers  together  shall  form  a  Board  to  be  denominated  the  "Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago," 
not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  pur- 
poses and  for  stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all 
times  be  fully  authorized  to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all 
the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society;  to  it  shall  be  committed  the 
care  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules 
and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents, 
assistants  and  attendants,  and  generally  transact  the  entire  business 
of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI, 

MEETINGS    OF    THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the 
third  Monday  of  the  month,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings  when 
necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may  be 
called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of   the

Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered, 
will  be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meet 
ing,  and  no  other  subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such 
meetings,  unless  there  be  at  least  eleven  members  present,  and  then 
only  by  unanimous  consent. 

AETICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  beheld  on 
the  second  Monday  of  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to 
present  to  the  members  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature 
relating  to  the  object  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  im- 
portance. In  case  of  failure  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day 
specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  all 
officers  and  Managers  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired  by  cause 
of  such  failure  shall  retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual 
meeting,  six  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers 
whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  re-elected. 
These  six  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other 
classes  and  the  five  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute 
the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make 
such  elections  on  the  appointed  day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD    OF    CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  five 
clerical  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
all  matters  relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the 
Hospital;  no  measures  relating  to  these  matters  shall  be  adopted  with- 
out the  sanction  and  approbation  of  the  said  Board.  The  President 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
the  Vice-President,   shall  be   notified  of  the   meetings  of  the  Clerical 
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Board,  and  when  present  shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  and  Chaplain,when  requested, 
to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  upon  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  in  a  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


BY-LA.WS. 

For  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


DUTIES   OE  THE  OFFICERS 


I.      OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 


The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall 
appoint  all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  mem- 
bers, subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  when- 
ever, in  his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when 
requested  to  do  so  on  the  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when 
special  meetings  are  so  called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert, 
in  the  notices  sent  to  the  members,  the  import  of  the  business  to  come 
before  them,  as  provided  for  in  Article  VI.  of  the  Constitution,  and 
such  notices  shall  be  served  at  least  two  days  previous  to  that  ap- 
pointed for  the  meeting. 

II.      OF    THE    VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
possess  his  power  and  perform  his  duties;  and  in  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 

III.      OF    THE    TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  titles,  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  property  of  the  Corpor- 
ation, and  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open  an  account 
with  one  of  the  banks  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  all 
moneys  in  such  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall 
keep  a  proper  check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds 
in  his  hands,  which  shall,  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an 
account  or  abstract  thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall 
pay  all  orders  which  shall  be  drawn  upon  him  in  the  manner  herein- 
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after  prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted 
by  the  Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of  funds.  He 
shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  members  of  the  Society,  at  their 
annual  meeting,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  same  are  invested. 

IV.   OF  THE  RECORDING  SECKETAKY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders 
drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong 
to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the  members  of  every 
stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  notice  addressed  to 
them  through  the  post-office,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting, 
and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice 
addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  by 
publication  in  a  daily  city  paper  for  at  least  two  days  preceding  such 
meeting,  which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall 
also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  of 
the  names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may 
be  appointed. 

V.     OF    THE    ASSISTANT    RECORDING    SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  to  assist 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  Board  meetings, 
and  in  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties,  keep  the  minutes  of  all  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at 
the  regular  meetings. 

VI.      OF    THE    CORRESPONDING    SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Managers. 

VII.      ELECTION    OF    COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the 
month  of  April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  members, 
of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one;  an  Executive  Committee  of 
eight  members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of  whom 
shall  form  a  quorum;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and 
an  Electing  Committee  of  five  members.    These  committees  shall  hold 
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office  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  tho  Board.  The 
Committee  of  Finance,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Electing 
Committee  shall  respectively  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board. 

VIII.      OF    THE    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper 
means  of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate 
information  concerning  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are 
duly  received,  and  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But 
all  investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  the  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
those  of  the  County  of  Cook,  or  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  or  of  such 
corporate  and  municipal  bonds  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  recom- 
mend; or  loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  real  estate, 
in  the  County  of  Cook,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be  twice 
the  amount  loaned,  and  if  improved,  the  value  of  the  lands  and  im- 
provements thereon  shall  be  at  least  double  the  amount  loaned. 

IX.      OF    THE    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  more 
immediate  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  during  the  intermis- 
sions of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Managers.  They  shall  hold  their 
meetings  at  such  times,  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Board  shall  commit  to  them.  The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meet- 
ings, and  approved  by  it. 

X.      OF    THE    AUDITING    COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and 
report  to  the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to 
examine  the  Treasurer's  account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting. 

XI.     OF    THE    ELECTING     COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be 
members  of  the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to 
the  following  regulations:  Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum.      A  candidate  shall    be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the 
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members  present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  election  shall  be  valid  unless 
the  candidate  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the  said 
Committee.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee. 

XII.      STATED    MEETINGS    OF    THE    MANAGERS. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third 
Monday,  at  12  M.,  of  each  month,  or  at  such  hours  as  they  shall  order. 

XIII.      APPROPRIATIONS    OF    MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  and  entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount  appropri- 
ated shall  then  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secre- 
tary; or,  if  he  be  absent,  by  the  Secretary  pro  tern.,  which  orders, 
with  the  receipts  of  the  persons  in  whose  favor  they  were  drawn  in- 
dorsed thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouchers  for  payments  made 
by  him. 

XIV.      ORDER    OF    BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall 
appear,  and  the  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members 
noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected, if  necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be  taken 
thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall  be 
taken  up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XV.      ALTERATIONS    OR    ADDITIONS. 

No  alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  but 
under  the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Article  IX  of  the  .Constitution 
in  relation  to  amendments  to  the  Constitution., 


FREE    REDS    AND    MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nomi- 
nate patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  will  support  one  free 
bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a 
life  member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

Report  of  the  Secretary. 


The  first  organized  charitable  work  done  by  women  in  the  United 
States  was  begun  in  Philadelphia  in  1795,  by  a  prominent  and  influ- 
ential Quakeress  of  that  city,  who  established  a  chafity  school  for 
girls,  and  a  relief  society,  which  is  still  in  operation  there;  and  this 
association  of  women  gathered  here  to-day,  animated  by  a  holy  zeal 
for  the  amelioration  of  human  suffering,  is  a  portion  of  the  rich  fruit- 
age of  that  seed,  planted  in  the  city  of  Brotherly  Love,  nearly  one 
hundred  years  ago. 

As  in  the  experience  of  nations  and  of  individuals,  the  years  un- 
marked by  stirring  events  are  frequently  filled  with  the  most  substan- 
tial elements  of  happiness  and  prosperity,  so  with  affairs  less  than 
national,  yet  more  than  individual;  and,  although  we  may  not  chronicle 
many  matters  of  much  magnitude  for  this  eighth  year  of  our  existence, 
we  can  record  a  steady  increase  of  efficient  work  in  every  department. 

The  monthly  meetings  have  been  largely  attended,  and  the  reports 
of  the  standing  committees  and  of  the  medical  superintendent  have 
been  replete  with  interest.  Our  hearts  have  been  stirred  as  we  listen- 
ed while  the  Chairman  of  the  Visiting  Committee  told  of  the  various 
phases  of  suffering  which  had  excited  her  interest  and  enkindled  her 
sympathies. 

The  report  of  the  Furnishing  Committee  gives  a  statement  of  the 
increased  work  in  that  department,  and  the  report  of  the  Delicacy 
Committee  proves  how  generously  the  various  churches  have  supplied 
appropriate  edibles  for  the  invalids. 

The  Library  Committee  report  a  donation  of  309  volumes  for  this 
year,  and  also  large  quantities  of  magazines,  papers  and  pamphlets. 
Forty -five  books  have  been  purchased  by  the  Committee.  There  are 
787  books  in  the  general  library  and  160  in  the  special  library  of  the 
Armour  Ward,  making  a  total  of  947  volumes.  During  the  year 
$43.50  have  been  raised  by  the  Committee  for  a  Library  fund,  of 
which  $15.50  have  been  expended.  The  Chairman  of  the  Library 
Committee  is  glad  to  report  that  the'se  books  are  read  with  great  in- 
terest by  the  patients,  and  also  that  the  favorite  volumes  are  those  of 
the  best  literary  merit  and  of  the  highest  moral  standard. 

During  the  year  several  large  boxes  of  flowers  have  been  gener- 
ously presented  by  Ernest  Weinhoeber,  the  florist,  at  415  Elm  Street. 
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The  work  of  the  Devotional  Committee  is  still  attended  with  that 
success  which  has  signalized  it  since  its  beginning.  No  words  can 
adequately  tell  of  the  amount  of  good  done  by  this  branch  of  the 
Association.  The  seeds  sown  by  these  pious  women  in  their  spiritual 
ministrations  to  the  invalids  must  ripen  into  a  rich  harvest  at  some 
time.  Only  Eternity  can  reveal  the  full  results.  In  this  connection 
we  must  also  refer  to  the  good  work  done  by  Miss  Patterson,  the  Aux- 
iliary to  the  Devotional  Committee,  who  ministers  in  many  ways  to 
the  various  needs  of  the  patients — writing  letters  to  their  absent  dear 
ones  and  speaking  strong  words  of  hope  and  consolation  to  those  who 
are  in  sad  need  of  them. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Miss  Gould  for  her  energetic  efforts  to 
raise  the  money  necessary  for  the  endowment  of  the  Sunshine  Bed  in 
the  Children's  Ward  of  the  Hospital.  Besides  gaining  many  contri- 
butions, she  planned  and  carried  into  successful  execution  an  enter- 
tainment at  Central  Music  Hall,  consisting  of  readings  by  the  talented 
and  popular  Virginian  author,  Thomas  Nelson  Page,  which  netted  a 
handsome  addition  to  the  fund  already  collected  for  that  most  praise- 
worthy purpose. 

The  Annual  Thanksgiving  Dinner  was  provided  as  usual  by  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Rawson,  and  it  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all 
who  participated. 

The  loving  thought  of  the  Christmas-time  provided  a  Christmas- 
tree  loaded  with  gifts  for  the  children  and  nurses,  and  an  entertain- 
ment consisting  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music,  a  reading  by  Mrs. 
Alexander,  and  Christmas  letters  for  the  Children's  Ward.  Then  in 
the  distance  a  donkey  was  seen  approaching  bearing  Santa  Claus  upon 
his  back,  but  when  the  door  of  the  hall  was  reached  this  representa- 
tive of  a  stubborn  race  absolutely  refused  to  enter.  Arguments  and 
entreaties  were  without  effect,  and  the  genius  of  the  hour  was  forced 
to  alight  from  his  relentless  steed  and  walk  into  the  room  to  distribute 
gifts  to  the  children,  who  were  highly  amused  and  entertained  by  this 
unlooked  for  incident. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  if  we  did  not  refer  to  the  gener- 
ous donations  of  Mrs.  John  DeWitt,  who  has  contributed  so  largely 
to  the  comfort  and  beauty  of  the  Children's  Ward.  She  calcimined 
its  walls,  spread  a  handsome  rug  of  bright  colors  on  the  floor,  and 
placed  a  large  round  table  there  for  the  use  and  entertainment  of  the 
children;  and  in  addition  to  this  she  sends  a  generous  sum  of  money 
at  frequent  intervals  to  be  expended  for  articles  necessary  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  little  sufferers. 


We  turn  now  with  high  hopes  to  face  the  coming  year;  hut  in 
order  to  realize  our  enthusiastic  desires  to  make  this  branch  of  our 
Master's  service  more  efficient  than  it  has  ever  been  before,  we  must 
have  the  assistance  of  many  generous  hearts  and  hands.  A  Maternity 
Department  and  a  Convalescent  Department  have  been  added  to  the 
Hospital,  and  these  must  be  furnished  and  kept  in  good  running 
order. 

Those  who  have  felt  the  gracious  touch  of  healing  given  to  their 
maladies,  and  those  whose  lives  have  been  most  happily  freed  from 
any  touch  of  sorrow,  will  find  in  the  needs  of  this  work  a  fitting 
place  for  thank-offerings  from  grateful  hearts.  And  beyond  this 
motive  lies  one  yet  more  cogent. 

Down  the  ages  comes  that  clear,  unchanging  voice,  "When  I  was 
sick  and  an-hungred  and  in  prison,  ye  visited  me,"  thus  showing  how 
precious  the  cause  of  suffering  humanity  -was  to  Him,  and  making  our 
active  interest  in  it  a  test  of  our  devotion  to  Him.

outside  world  in  what  they  are  trying  to  do  to  help  the  poor  and  suf- 
fering.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 


The  Society  shall  be  called  "The  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  by  providing  bedding,  kitchen  and  table 
ware,  reading  matter,  delicacies  and  comforts  for  the  sick,  subject  to 
the  general  direction  of  the  Hospital  Managers  and  Medical  Board; 
also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Association.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed.  The  Auditors  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  shall  be  the  Auditors  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less),  to  whom 
shall  be  entrusted  the  business  of  the  Association.  Also  at  each 
meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  to  con- 
sist of  twenty  members  (more  or  less),  said  committee  to  have  power 
to  till  vacancies  in  its  membership;  and  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  Standing  committees 
shall  be  ex- officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  This  com 
mittee  shall  be  divided  by  lots  into  three  classes,  holding  respectively, 
one,  two  and  three  years,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  one- 
third  of  the  committee  shall  be  chosen  to  continue  in  office  for  three 
years,  and  no  member  shall  be  eligible  to  re- appointment  until  at  least 
one  year  from  the  expiration  of  her  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  meeting 
the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Managers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  It  shall  also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting, 
appoint  a  committee  of  five,  who  shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  officers  and  as  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice 
of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meet- 
ing of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  at  11  A.  M.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospita 
Board  of  Managers  shall  preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  11  A.  M. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  10:30  A.  M. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  four  standing  committees — *".  e. ,  Furnishing  Com- 
mittee, Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committe  on  Deli- 
cacies. 

V. 

The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as 
provided  in  the  first  article  of    the  Constitution.      It    shall  divide    its 
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work  among  the  sub-committees  at   its  own  discretion,  enlarging    the 
committee  as  circumstances  may  require.     This  committee    shall    ac 
knowledge  to  the  donors    all   contributions    received   by  them  or  sent 
directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of  extra 
diet,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the   Medical    Board. 

VII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  advis 
ing  with  the  Clerical  Committee.      It    shall  acknowledge  all  donations 
of  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

VIII. 

The  Visiting    Committee    shall    visit  the    Hospital  and  report   its 
work  and  needs  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 

The    Treasurer  shall  disburse    all    money  coming    into  her  hands, 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
attend  the  monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  with- 
out written  communication,  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the 
office. 

XI. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the  stated  meeting,  a  majority 
of  the  members  being  present. 


RULES  FDR  THE  flDJIIISSION  OF  PflTIENTS 


TO 


THJB  FRESHYTERIA,!*    HOSPITAL,. 


1.  Patients  suffering  from  severe  accidents  or  serious  illness  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Other  patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  A.  M.  and 
5  o'clock  P.  M. 

They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they 
will  be  examined  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  or 
some  other  physician  or  surgeon  appointed  by  him  for  that    purpose. 

In  case  the  patient  cannot  apply  in  person,  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent shall  satisfy  himself  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one  for  the 
Hospital,  before  admission  can  be  granted. 

3.  Any  physician  or  surgeon  may  send  to  the  Hospital  such  pay 
patients  as  may  be  properly  admitted,  but  no  patient  shall  be  admitted 
to  any  of  the  endowed  beds  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  or  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  signed  by  the  President. 

4.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  a  physician  or  some  reputable  person  in  their 
neighborhood,  if  not  recommended  by  a  member  of  the  Medical 
Board;  and  in  no  instance  shall  a  patient  who  is  able  to  pay  be  ad- 
mitted without  such  a  certificate. 

5.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital  longer 
than  three  months,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  attending 
physician  or  surgeon. 


RULES    FOR    VISITORS. 


1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  daily,  from  1  to  4 
P.  M. ,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permission. 

2.  General  visiting  will  not  be  allowed  on  Sundays. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once  to  see  any 
patient,  and  children  will  not  be  admitted  except  by  special  per- 
mission. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be  admitted  to  the 
female  wards;  and  no  female  visitor,  except  a  near  relative,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Articles  of  food  or  drink  must  not  be  carried  into  the  wards; 
they  must  be  left  with  the  head  nurse  of  the  floor,  and  if  approved 
by  the  physicians  will  be  sent  to  the  patient. 

6.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the 
Hospital;  must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  and 
leave  the  building  promptly  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  announcing  the 
end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion 
from  the  premises.
